THE DENTAL faculty of today finds 
itself faced with a seemingly in- 
solvable problem. It is confronted 
with an expanding dental curricu- 
lum, but with a relatively short 
period of time in which to imbue 
students with the qualifications 
necessary to the responsible prac- 
tice of dentistry. Curricula are 
loaded heavily with courses cover- 
ing various phases of the field; 
and the graduate must be com- 














petent in several diverse and high- 
ly complicated branches of dental 
art. He must be a superlative tech- 
nician but, beyond this, he must 
be an oral physician, an engineer, 
and an artist. The public has the 
right to expect an initial com- 
petency of the graduate, so that, 
if he does no good, at least he will 
do no harm. Unfortunately, it is 
true that many practitioners pro- 
duce a quantity of pathoses by the 
procedures they undertake in cor- 
recting dental disease. Slovenly, 
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The dental curriculum, like 
most specializations, overem- 
phasizes technology at the ex- 
pense of basic biologic re- 


quirements. 


shortcut techniques which ignore 
basic biologic requirements are 
largely responsible for this situa- 
tion. 

The dental student finds him- 
self torn between several loyalties. 
He knows he must attain compe- 
tence in “bread and butter den- 
tistry;” first, in order to satisfy 
the faculty as to his worthiness for 
graduation, and second, to be 
capable of carving out his own 
niche in our highly competitive 
society. But he knows that he must 
go further than this in order to 
deliver dental care in proportion 
to his professional status. The ave- 
rage result is easy to predict: the 
student becomes proficient in oper- 
ative and prosthetic dentistry, pay- 
ing merely lip-service to the other 
aspects of dentistry that he has 
heard about vaguely. His fresh- 
man and sophomore years are 
spent being exposed to a thorough 
grounding in the basic medical 
sciences; but with the attainment 
of his exalted status as a clinician, 
it is all forgotten in the flurry of 
closing margins and balancing oc- 
clusion. The basic sciences are con- 
sidered a disciplinary routine, to 
be disposed of with the least pos- 
sible effort until he can sink his 
teeth into the true meat of dentis- 
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try. There must be a reason { 
the inclusion of the basic sciencg 
in the curriculum, but it seems jp 
discernable to the upper-classman’ 

This background leads to th 
practitioner who finds in the tech. 
nique the end rather than th 
means. For a mandibular block 
he injects one centimeter above 
the occlusal surfaces of the teeth 
at a certain angle for a specified 
depth. If, because of anatomic 
variation, the solution finds its 
way anterior to the mandibular 
lingula instead of posterior to it, 
so that the anesthesia fails, he 
blames the solution and changes to 
4 per cent procaine. He tries one 
impression material after another 
in an attempt to find a foolproof 
impression technique, losing cog. 
nizance of the fundamental biolo- 
gic and mechanical requirements 
of a denture impression. 

This paper does not propose to 
offer an ideal plan for dental edu- 
cation, but rather to delineate cer- 
tain modifications of the present 
curriculum by which the standards 
and proficiency of the average 
dental graduate can be improved. 
This will entail a survey of the 
problem, an evaluation of present 
methods and curricula, and a dis- 
cussion of proposed changes. 


Objectives of Dental Course 
The broad objectives of dental 
education can be considered under 
two categories: one, the intelligent 
utilization of fundamental know! 
edge and abilities acquired in 
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jowledge after graduation. 

The more specific aims which 
involve initial competence on the 
part of the graduate should in- 
dude: 

]. The ability to diagnose and 
teat diseases of the masticatory 
mechanism. 

2. The ability to diagnose for, 
design, and construct prosthetic 
appliances. 

3. The ability to diagnose and 
leat local diseases of the oral 
avity other than dental. 

4. The ability to diagnose oral 
manifestations of systemic dis- 
rases. 

5. The ability to evaluate clini- 
tally the need of a patient for, and 
his ability to undergo, dental treat- 
ment. 

In the average curriculum, the 
first and second objectives take 
up about 95 per cent of the time; 
the third and fourth are skimmed 
wer hurriedly; and the fifth is 
imored. It is the thesis of this 
paper that the dental curriculum 
could be organized in such a man- 
ner that capability in the phases of 
dentistry usually not emphasized 
could be improved greatly, without 
acrificing competence in opera- 
ive and prosthetic dentistry, but 
ther enhancing it. 

Dental education, throughout 
is history, has clung desperately 
to the basic premise of “learning 
by doing.” That the intricate man- 
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ipulations of the more mechanical 
phases of dentistry must be per- 
formed in order to be mastered 
cannot be denied, but learning by 
doing must be differentiated from 
learning by intelligent doing. The 
pre-clinical technique courses are 
characterized by their emphasis 
on mechanical rote. Fruitless hours 
are spent in pure manual training 
which does not have sufficient 
clinical carry-over to warrant its 
pursuance. Little consideration 
is given to fundamentals; and 
finally the student produces an ac- 
ceptable product by sheer accident 
after endless trial and error. De- 
fective work is more a result of 
poor understanding than of me- 
chanical inability, and this em- 
pirical approach is carried over 
into daily practice. When inferior 
dentistry is dispensed to the pub- 
lic, it is not the result of inferior 
technical skill. 

If logical, rational approaches 
to the techniques involved were 
substituted for empirical rules-of- 
thumb, then perhaps the mechani- 
cal phases of dentistry could be 
learned better with a greater eco- 
nomy of time. Such a procedure 
would lead inevitably to an educa- 
tional process instead of mimicry. 


More Clinical Work 

The content of the technique 
courses should be analyzed for 
their clinical application. A stu- 
dent who learns to handle wax 
can make and process patterns, be

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removable partial dentures. There 
is little necessity for applying each 
of these modifications of a basic 
technique in pre-clinical training. 

The great amount of time spent 
now in manual training in the tech- 
nique courses could be reduced 
radically were material presented 
in a rational, fundamental manner 
rather than by a haphazard, trial- 
and-error method. This time could 
be well spent in giving the stu- 
dent an earlier introduction to the 
clinic. Prophylaxes and simpler 
operative techniques could be per- 
formed. More time could be de- 
voted to applied medical science 
as a prelude to the intensive clin- 
ical years to follow. 

Under such a plan, the student 
would be better prepared for clini- 
cal work. The clinic years should 
include time spent in the medical 
wards of affiliated hospitals study- 
ing oral diagnosis and oral medi- 
cine under the direction of a den- 
tist. Heretofore, the training in 
medicine has consisted of lectures 
by physicians on those phases of 
their field which they considered 
of interest to the dentist. If this 
training were clinical in nature, 
and under the direction of a den- 
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tist, it would assume a more meg eee 
ingful place in the curriculunh | 
and would enable the graduate f/m} 
realize the entire scope of goo ae. 
dental practice. The proficiency ii 
the student in technical dentistim as 
need not suffer as a result; fam 
would gain more proficiency in lege * 
time if the work were presente 
to him in this manner. 

In any modification of the dep 
tal curriculum, the influence of the 
state board examinations must hg 
taken into consideration. Thesg 
exercises should be eliminated. Es 
tablished originally to protect the 
public from the ill-trained grad 
ates of the diploma-mills of yem 
teryear, they have outlived thep 
usefulness and serve to impede 
rather than to foster, the progrea 
of dentistry and dental educatiog 
Today, dental colleges are high 
organized institutions.

ratic, often turbulent history. Long 
shrouded in the occult and assogi. 
ated with mysticism, divine pov! 
ers, the evil eye; it has taken ig} 
place as a legitimate medical im} i 
plement only within the last de 
cade. 

The first experiments in using 
hypnosis as an anesthetic in sur. 
gery were made in 1842 by a 
English physician, James Braid, 
who coined the term, hypnosis, 
from the Greek word hypnos 
meaning sleep. 

Little is known about the nature 
of hypnosis. Most investigators be. 
lieve it to be a state of heightened 
suggestibility, but have not been 
able to explain why the subject ae. 
cepts suggestions. Although some 
hypnotic trances may resemble a 


deep sleep in certain respects, it 
is believed that sleep and drowsi- 
ness are the results of suggestion 
by the hypnotist and that hypnosis 
is not a form of sleep. Medical 
researchers have reported mini-

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mum bleeding after surgery under 
hypnosis; none have explained it. 

Increased interest is _ being 
shown by the health professions 
in the use of hypnotic anesthesia, 
especially for dental treatments, 
child-birth, and minor surgical 
cases. But its most significant re- 
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vival is within the field of psycho- 
therapy, where it is used to add 
speed and directness to the analy- 
sis of emotional conflicts. Today, 
many leading psychiatric clinics, 
medical schools, and hospitals are 
engaged in various types of hyp- 
nologic research. 


MUST DENTISTS BE HALF-TRAINED?

the achievement of a bachelor of 
arts degree. The dental aspirant 
should receive a training well 
rounded in the social sciences, so 
that having attained his full edu- 
cation, he will view his profession 
with its proper social implications. 
Too often, the dentist’s office be- 
comes a personal microcosm, with 
little understanding on the part of 
its occupant of his professional 
duties aside from those involved 
in treating the mouths brought to 
his attention. At an early stage of 
the usual pre-dental course, appli- 
ceants should be qualified selective- 
ly on the basis of psychologic and 
aptitude tests. This would ensure 
entrance to the dental college of 
only well-qualified, capable stu- 
dents. 

To summarize: 

1. The dental college entrant 


should be a selected, well-educated 
person. 

2. The dental curricu'um should 
be expanded in scope to give ade- 
quate training in oral medicine 
and oral diagnosis. 

3. The teaching of dental tech- 
nology should encompass less 
time; rational consideration of 
fundamentals should supersede 
trial-and-error and _ mechanical 
mimicry. 

4. State board 
should be abolished. 

Such a program would proauce 
professional men of higher caliber. 
Their superiority would be re- 
flected in the quality of their den- 
tal service.

If every dentist who had the de- 
sire to write an article for pub- 
lication fulfilled that desire, there 
probably would be enough ma- 
terial available to fill the pages of 
a thousand OraL HYGIENE maga- 
zines. But it is a far cry from the 
wish to the fulfillment. With the 
majority of dentists the idea rare- 
ly becomes more than an idle 
dream. Yet, if you belong to the 
large minority who have some- 
thing to say but just can’t put it 
on paper, this article is meant for 
you. If it was a matter of prepar- 
ing a three-quarter crown or the 
extraction of a third molar, the 
procedure would be almost auto- 
matic; but this business of writ- 
ing—just how does one begin? 
Let us consider two types of 
non-scientific articles. One is writ- 
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dentist, while the other pertains to 
some phase of dental health and 
appears in a lay publication. 

These may be classified as the 
“how-to-do-it,” the “dental per. 
sonality,” the “interesting experi. 
ence,’ the advisory, and the edu- 
cational articles. 

“How-to-do-it” articles are pop- 
ular and familiar: How to Buy a 
Camera, How to Handle the Nerv. 
ous Patient, Selecting the Proper 
Insyrance. The “dental person 
ality” piece may tell the story of a 
dentist who has been a success in 
some other field, or perhaps de. 
scribe an interesting patient reac: ' 
tion to a particular dental exper'- 
ence. The third type, the “interest- 
ing experience,” covers a diversi- 
fied field of activity in or out of 
the office. Advisory articles are the 
articles of opinion. They explain 
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| Arrange your thoughts in logical order just as you would plan 
a restoration—then write them down. 


the pro’s and con’s of sitting while 
you operate, speaking the patient’s 
language, and taking long vaca- 
tions. The educational article is 
for lay readers and usually deals 
with some phase of dental health. 


Plan Your Article 

No matter which article you con- 
template writing, be sure you have 
something definite to say and know 
your subject. If you knew nothing 
about the operation of a gas ma- 
chine, you would never think of 
using one; so it follows that you 
should never write about an in- 
surance plan if you don’t know a 
dividend from a premium. 

Before you actually begin to 
write, choose your subject and 
limit its scope in order to prevent 
uwieldiness. Having done that. 
tick to your subject; do not wan- 
der off on a tangent. Some writers 
assemble their thoughts so clearly 
that they can dash off an article 
and, in one writing, turn out a final 
copy. Unless you possess the facul- 
ty of visualizing clearly all you 
have to say and can put those ideas 
on paper exactly as you have 
thought them, it would be better 
lostart with a series of notations or 
an outline. In organizing your ma- 
trial, list your main points in 
sme logical sequence. They may 


| be placed in (1) a time order (se- 


quence of events) (2) in order of 
importance, or (3) from the sim-

ple to the complex. When your out- 
line is completed, you are ready to 
start your initial draft. 

The lead or first part of your 
article is important. There are 
many things to read in a maga- 
zine and few men have the time or 
the inclination to read all the ar- 
ticles. Most readers, however, will 
dare the first paragraph, and it is 
there that you must capture their 
interest. Make your lead interest- 
ing by startling your reader, amus- 
ing him, or by being informative. 
Avoid cliches. Get to the point as 
quickly as possible. Do not de- 
velop minor points at the expense 
of your major theme. Elaborate 
your main ideas with interesting 
examples. If your article is written 
in a light vein, anecdotes help to 
liven the text. 


The Three C’s 

Do not be concerned about style. 
If you have a natural easy style, 
fine; if not, stick to the rule of 
the “3 C’s”: “Be Curt, Clear, and 
Complete.” Avoid fancy language, 
involved sentence structure, or mul- 
tisyllabic words. Leave these to the 
intellectuals and the fiction writers. 
Neither the editor nor the reader 
are interested in your language 
gymnastics. Your writing should 
never detract from the essence of 
your article. Remember, above all 
else, you want to communicate a 
thought or an idea. While adher- 
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ing to the rules of the “3 C’s,” do 
not take the reader’s knowledge for 
granted. It is better to overempha- 
size a point than to be vague. The 
editor’s blue pencil will always take 
care of any excessive repetition. 
Finally, bring your article to an 
effective conclusion and avoid tack- 
ing on afterthoughts. Don’t be like 
the patient who reaches for that 
extra cup of water just as you are 
ready to “fill” a cavity. 

Now you have completed your 
first draft. Read it through care- 
fully and see if it contains every- 
thing you want to say. If not, make 
your additions at this time. Re- 
arrange sentences, if necessary, and 
correct spelling. Reread the ar- 
ticle. You are ready now for the 
final draft. This copy should be

Doctor Yorke and Sherwin 
took second place in theirs, and 
ninth in the whole field.

The 
final day’s results made bridge 
history.

And he needs diversion from his 
thriving dental practice. Busy five 
days a week, he handles his pa- 
tients in his attractively modern 
dental huilding, where he employs 
an oral hygienist, a laboratory 
technician, and one assistant. The 
$20,000 building fronts on Flint’s 
main boulevard and a _ pleasant 
side street of a middle-class neigh- 
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borhood, and it has a sizable park- 
ing lot in the rear. Inside is a 
colorful reception room, a business 
office, a private office, a pair of 
operating rooms, a recovery room, 
a surgical and X-ray room, and a 
room reserved especially for pros- 
thetics. A basement laboratory 
serves the technician. 


18 Years of Tourneys 

Doctor Yorke has’ enjoyed 
bridge since 1932. He entered his 
first National Master’s Tourna- 
ment in 1936. and since then has 
never failed to give a good ac- 
count of himself. This year he be- 
came a Senior Master, after win- 
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ning his necessary points over the 
years at national and local tour- 
naments everywhere. From 1932 
until 1940 he played in many 
local tournaments in the Flint and 
Detroit area, as well as in five na- 
tionals, teaming up in two with 
Mrs. Yorke, also a top-rank play- 
er. Doctor and Mrs. Yorke have 
enjoyed many Master Mixed- 
Team and Mixed-Couple tourneys 
with Mr. and Mrs. Norton Hol- 
land, Saginaw, Michigan, experts. 
Doctor Yorke won the Michigan 
Individual Master’s Tournament 
in 1936; and, with Mr. Holland, 
he won the Open Pair Tournament 
of Michigan two years in a row. 
At Cedar Point, Michigan, the 
four of them took first honors in 
Mixed-Team competition two 
years successively. Mrs. Yorke 
was a regular top-bracket tourna- 
ment player until 1940, when she 
retired from tournaments. Then, 
in 1950, she teamed with Manuel 
Sherwin in an amazing comeback 
to win the Michigan Mixed-Pair 
Championship. With Sherwin, 
Doctor Yorke won both the Detroit 
Open City and Flint Open tourna- 
ments before. winning the world 
championship. 

Born and raised near Windsor, 
Ontario, C. W. Yorke was headed 
for a medical career, and in 1918 
entered medical school at Western 
University, London, Ontario. But, 
discovering his real interest was 
in dentistry, he left medjcal school 
after two years. From that time he 
was on his own, and it was from 
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1920 to 1924, while working his 
way through dental school at the 
University of Michigan, that he 
discovered his natural proficiency 
at cards. It has never left him and, 
even when Canasta took the coun. 
try by storm a few years ago, Doe. 
tor and Mrs. Yorke had to play 
the game only one week before 
they were rated as among the bes 
in Flint circles. 


Requires Study 

Doctor Yorke “won’t take any 
game too seriously,” but he admits 
that good bridge requires study. 
He believes that “anyone who can 
count to thirteen can become a 
good contract bridge player—if 
he has a natural card sense and 
is willing to study.” The dentist is 
questioned frequently about the 
importance of an_ outstanding 
memory. He does not consider it 
essential, although most bridge ex- 
perts do have strong recall. He 
himself can bring to mind readily 
some twenty unusual hands which 
he held several years ago. “But 
anything which moves a_ person 
emotionally can usually be remen- 
bered easily,” he explains, adding 
that what most people object to is 
intense study. Today, even in his 
dental office, he is besieged by per- 
sons looking for the secret of ex- 
celling at bridge. 

“There is no secret,” he tells 
them. “If vou have the card sense 
you ll develop—if you're willing 
to work at it.” But few care to 


go that far, he laughs. 
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His spare time is not devoted 
entirely to bridge, however. Far 
from it. Until a year ago, he was 
an active hunter and fisherman, 
going into Canada annually with 
several friends for trout; shooting 
duck and small -game in South 
Dakota; and hunting larger game 
in Canada. Although Doctor 
Yorke does little hunting today. 
he still enjoys exercising his ex- 
cellent retriever, a three-year-old 
thoroughbred [rish water spaniel. 
In fact, training “Boots” and 
his other dog (a toyish, eleven- 
inch Miniature Pinscher) rates as 
one more hobby! Archery is also 
afavored sport for this dentist and 
his wife. 

Doctor Yorke enjoys his home 
life immensely. The Yorkes have 
no children, and entertain fre- 
quently in the pleasant home 
which they built in 1940. Their 
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television set is popular, and they 
like to relax in the copper-screened 
back porch, looking out over an 
attractive garden which Mrs. 
Yorke tends when not sewing cur- 
tains and drapes, painting an up- 
stairs bedroom, upholstering an 
old chair, or preparing an exotic 
dinner. Her superb handling of 
unusual recipes wins the dentist’s 
highest praise, for good food and 
drink is another of their many mu- 
tual interests. 

In addition to all these outside 
activities and a busy dental prac- 
tice, Doctor Yorke manages to 
maintain an active membership in 
seven clubs and societies. 

It is a wonder he keeps afloat, 
but he says he will always be on 
deck for his main hobby, contract 
bridge.

CHILD DENTAL HEALTH WEEK 


WITH AN unusually extensive array of talent, educational materials, and 
the cooperation of city, state, and industrial organizations; the Oral 
Hygiene Committee of New York, through the Children’s Dental Health 
Program, is observing Child Dental Health Week from February 5 to 9. 

The four-point program emphasizes nutritional advice, fluoride 
treatments, tooth brushing and oral hygiene, and roentgenographic ex- 
aminations. The Committee, under the chairmanship of Doctor M. Joel 
Freedman, has divided the program to include the three main elements: 
the child, the parents, and the dentist; and hopes to reach the entire 
population of Greater New York and Nassau County with as many of 
the four points of the program as possible. 

Schools, hospitals, department stores, libraries, radio, television, 
Boy and Girl Scouts, and the Boys’ Clubs of Greater New York, are 
cooperating to reach children from kindergarten through high school. 

Public, private, and parochial schools are presenting talks by 
tachers, health counselors, and dentists; giving skits, magic and puppet 
shows; displaying posters; distributing pamphlets and booklets contain- 
ing nutrition and fluoride information; and dispensing toothbrushes. 
lnaddition to PTA discussions and lectures, parents are sharing in the 
four-point program through many of the same sources. The dentist is 
included through dental society programs, articles in the dental journals, 
discussion groups, and dental clinics.

HE Is ONE of the best-liked dentists 
in his community. His appoint- 
ment book is always full. Yet peo- 
ple never seem to mind the neces- 
sary wait in order to avail them- 
selves of his services. After a quar- 
ter of a century in the town he has 
become something of a fixture, 
and there would be a real loss 
should he decide to retire or move 
elsewhere. 

The other day this dentist ut- 
tered a complaint which probably 
has been rankling many dentists: 
“Must we dentists be suckers? Why 
are we regarded as easy marks by 
so many people?” And then he re- 
lated a series of incidents, all of 
which had taken place within the 
last year. How many of these have 
you encountered ? 
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The boy who is “working his 
way through college selling maga. 
zines’ probably tops the list. Peo. 
ple have to wait in a dentist’s office 
and good reading matter helps to 
pass the time. The “boy,” who may 
be anywhere from sixteen to forty, 
sizes up his prospective victim, 
Sometimes he uses the “Please vote 
for me” approach. Depending up. 
on the magazines you take, he 
earns a certain number of votes 
for a scholarship. After you sign 
an order blank you may be under 
the impression that all you pay is 
five dollars. What a shock you get 
when you are billed for twenty-five 
dollars! Other times you are talked 
into taking samples on approval 
only to learn later you have or- 
dered them for three years each. 
And sometimes, even when you 
have paid for the magazines, you 
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never receive them. Finally, after 
you write to the office of the pub- 
lication, you learn the young man 
is not and never was an accredited 
agent. Now, what can you do to 
protect yourself? 

Always examine _ credentials 
carefully. Has the solicitor cards 
and letterheads as well as company 
receipts? Make payment by check 
and not by cash. You can insist on 
writing the check to the magazine 
itself. Either the publishers will 


} give the agent his commission or 


he will balance it with cash he has 
received from someone else. Note 
whether your subscription is for 


| one, two, or three years. Disregard 


oral statements; it is the printed 
contract you sign that counts. If 
you get a sob story from an un- 
known youth, ask him whether he 
seeks-charity or is doing this as a 
business venture. You can always 
reuse by saying, “I must give all 
my business to a certain youth. 
You see, his parents are my pa- 
tients.” 

The charity collector who knows 
“you are a leading person in your 
community.” Today, many chari- 
ties employ paid solicitors either 
on a per diem basis or on commis- 
sion. Names are for sale so do not 
be surprised, after making a con- 
tribution to one charity, if you get 
letters from all over the country 
soliciting your help. Never let any- 
one put across the veiled threat 
that, “people here would be sur- 
prised to learn that you refuse to 
contribute . . .” The chances are 
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Don’t be an easy mark; simple 
tact and caution are your pro- 


tection. 


that your community has a chest 
fund. Contribute to that and let 
the collector know you have done 
it. You can make your religious 
contributions direct to the organi- 
zations with which you are ac- 
quainted. If in doubt, tell the col- 
lector that you want to write direct- 
ly to the headquarters of his char- 
ity for a statement showing how 
the money is used. If he becomes 
difficult, or you never get the state- 
ment, you know you have proved 
your point. What should be done 
with patients and their children 
who have some pet charity or want 
to get you to take a chance in a 
raffle? Here you have to balance 
dollars and common sense. If you 
say no to Mrs. Jones and refuse a 
contribution to her charity or re- 
fuse to take a chance on a car from 
little Doris, you will offend them 
and they may look for a new den- 
tist. You simply have to regard this 
as an expense and make your con- 
tributions. But remember to deduct 
them from your income tax state- 
ment. 

The investment advisor who is 
going to help you “provide for 
your old age.” Dentists are sup- 
posed to have a great deal of mon- 
ey, although it is apparent most 
people do not read about the in- 
come levels and earning power of 
dentists in this country. This man 
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may offer to sell you stocks and 
bonds and handle your money for 
you. Theoretically, you are too 
busy to learn how to make your 
money work for you. He may even 
want to give you some “inside tips” 
on the market. If you say no, it is 
true that you may never make that 
million, but you may keep your 
hard-earned money for your old 
age. If you want to say yes, check 
the rating of his firm with your 
bank official. Never sign anything 
without the approval of your per- 
sonal attorney. As a general rule, 
it is sound to remember that all 
printed contracts are prepared in 
favor of the person offering them. 
Beware of all promises of a 10 per 
cent return on your money. You 
will find that there are always re- 
latives who are eager to get some 
of your cash. It may be a hard luck 
story about Uncle Willie “who 
can’t find work” with an appeal 
for five hundred dollars. Or, a 
bright young cousin may want to 
take you into his business as a si- 
lent partner for three thousand dol- 
lars. Lending money to relatives 
results generally in their hating 
you and not repaying the loan. If 
you refuse to lend them money, 
they hate you for a short time, but 
you still have your cash. Take your 
choice!

Via a Home

I HAVE always wanted to taper off 
and in the back of my mind I have 
a plan; but it is diametrically op- 
posed to the opinion advanced in 
“Tapering Off—Via a Home Of. 
fice” in the October Ora Hy- 
GIENE.' Now, I have a home office 
which is a kindergarten in the 
afternoon and a social club at 
night. There is no privacy; no 
home life; just no life of my own 
at all. Patients come and go; most 
with appointments and many with-

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out. How can you refuse to take 
a patient if you are in the office? 

Sure, a home office saves time 
and money; but other dentists, 
when they finish eight hours at the 
office, go home where their life is 
their own. They can do what they 
please and employ their leisure 
as they see fit. In a home office you 
are married to your practice and 
marriage is a_twenty-four-hour 
job. 

When I have the time to day- 
dream and plan a future, I see my 
office divorced from my private 
life. I plan to taper off—via a 
home. I do not think I am asking 
too much when I reduce a day’s 
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work from twelve hours to a mere 
eight. After a few years of this, 


1 | hope to knock off the mornings 


and work only in the afternoons. 
Finally, there will be no week- 
ends; just Monday through Thurs- 
day afternoons. To retire com- 
pletely is to invite disaster be- 
cause complete retirement leads to 
stagnation and demoralization. 


Today, physicians rarely pre- 


scribe complete retirement. 


With the office in the home, this 
plan is an impossibility. There 
will always be some friend or rela- 
tive willing to give you the busi- 
ness—and there ends your leisure. 
Instead, you have a social chat of 
thirty minutes, plus thirty min- 
utes of work, and another half- 
hour is spent in saying good-bye. 
Just a few of these patients is 
enough to take care of all the free 
time you so carefully planned to 
enjoy. 

With my office away from home, 
Ican take my time, read my news- 
paper, and digest my breakfast. 
When I arrive at the office, I go 
to work. Sociability is discour- 
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aged because of the professional 
appearance of your surroundings, 
and you are busier because you 
crowd your four or five patients 
into the afternoon hours. At five 
o'clock, you are finished. You 
close the office and go home. Your 
patients cannot follow you _be- 
cause you do not carry your office 
on your back. The evening is your 
own to spend as you please. At 
last.you are able to live a normal 
life. 

When I graduated from dental 
school, the ideal office to me was 
one in a downtown office building 
with hours from nine to five. But 
I was a depression debutant and 
circumstances forced me,.to open 
an office at my parents’ home. As 
the years rolled by and I married, 
we maintained the home office. As 
I plan my future retirement, | 
realize that I could never have any ° 
peace in the present situation. I 
can see only one way of tapering 
off—not via a home office, but via 
a home.

DENTISTS AND DISASTER 


SOMEWHERE between panic and indifference there is a middle ground 








that we should strive to reach in our attitudes toward enemy action in 
the continental United States. If such an attack should come there would 
be widespread loss of life and destruction. There certainly would not be 
enough physicians available to give emergency treatment, and no com. 
munity has sufficient hospital facilities to care for the injured. Dentists 
with their knowledge of basic anatomy, surgical principles, and the 
treatment of people in pain and distress, would be expected to be out in 
front in giving first aid and helping the medical personnel. 

Let’s ask ourselves two questions: Are we prepared in knowledge and 
- skill to give the kind of first-aid help that would be expected? If we are 
not Prepared, what are we doing about it? Most of us are compelled to 
answer both questions in the negative. Is there anything that we can do? 
Certainly. In our own communities we can request our medical col- 
leagues to give us instruction in the modern methods used in pain relief, 
emergency dressings, the use of splints, prevention and treatment of 
shock, the management of burns, and antibiotic therapy to aid in the 
_ prevention of infection. It is not necessary to wait for an order from 
Washington or a federal civilian disaster program. Each community can 
get started on its own. We dentists and physicians have been -talking 
about voluntary health programs. Here is our chance to show the public 
that we can at least organize a disaster plan on a voluntary and local 
basis. 

The 10,000 dentists in more than 250 communities in the United 
States and Canada, who are hearing the University of Illinois College of 
Dentistry telephone extension programs each month, will receive short 
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talks on the dentist’s place on the medical defense team. These talks are 


intended to outline the scope of the subject and the details should be 


filled in by groups at the local level. In the event of need, the units will 


‘be required to function locally and can expect little help from the outside. 


The sooner the groups are organized and the men get acquainted, the 
better they would operate should the dread day come. 

There is a common belief that the large metropolitan centers are the 
only places likely to be attacked. Facts shatter this smug belief. Doctor 
Earl H. Blair, one of the speakers on the telephone extension program, 
stated these facts: ““The universal capabilities of the application of atomic 
and biologic and chemical agents, by enemy or Fifth Column activity, 
cannot excuse lackadaisical thinking; they demand appropriate action 
by those who reside in rural and sparsely inhabited areas.” 

If there were attacks upon the mainland of the United States it is 
quite likely that guided missiles would be used. And these unmanned 
aircraft have a way of falling in areas for which they were not intended. 
This is another way of saying that if an enemy should attack the United 
States no community is safe and that, therefore, every community should 
prepare for its own defense. 

A disaster need not strike from the air. There are in our midst, ac- 
cording to the FBI, thousands of Communists and their sympathizers 
who have at hand methods of sabotage and the diabolic skills to create 
disaster and confusion. These people are almost all Caucasians; they 
speak with no accent; they look and act no different from your neigh- 
bor next door. We can be confident that, should international tensions 
approach the point of overt action, these enemies within our own borders 
will be ordered to carry out acts of sabotage against the civilian popula- 
tion. A defense against these enemies in our house is as necessary as a 
defense against outside air attack. Whatever form a disaster might take, 
well-organized and equipped first-aid units will be necessary. These 
are places where dentists can serve with distinction.

Our project completed, we took 
our invention out to the middle of 
the road and laid a train of gun- 
powder to the touch hole. A 
lighted match and some fast foot- 
work did the rest. 

There was a_ resounding 
“BANG!” Our pipe was nowhere 
to be seen, but there was a nice 
hole in the pavement, and several 
windows in the vicinity appeared 
to be without glass. Our experi- 
ment was a success. We had found 
that gunpowder made a far more 
soul-satisfying display if confined 
to cramped quarters before being 
ignited. 


Stop and Think ! 

What has all this to do with 
dentistry ? Plenty. How many times 
do we hear the name of the Deity 
and damnation combined to in- 
voke a curse on a patient for com- 
ing late for an appointment? Or 
on Mrs. Smith for bringing her 
howling child into the office? Or 
on the laboratory for failing to 
send an important case on time? 

We are angry. We're seething 
inside. But, do we tell this to Mrs. 
Smith? Do we jump on the ’phone 
and blast the ears off the office 
girl at the laboratory? No, we sub- 
merge our anger, and we have the 
same result we noted with the gun- 
powder. Bottled-up anger will 
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escape sometime, somewhere; and, 
when it does, it will do a lot more 
harm. 

The two most powerful human 
reactions are love and anger. But 
love is constructive, while anger is 
the opposite—unless directed in- 
to controlled channels. Bottle it 
completely and an explosion will 
follow. The best plan is to learn 
to direct this force of anger in 
such a way that it will do the 
least damage to all concerned. In 
many cases, directed anger pro- 
duces good results. 

Let us examine the case of the 
patient who came in late. Before 
you send him to perdition, look 
beneath the surface. What caused 
him to be late? Perhaps his car 
would not start. But why wouldn’t 
it start? Very likely it needs some 
repairs which he cannot afford. 
Not afford necessary repairs? 
Why? Well, maybe he has a wife 
and several children to clothe, 
feed, and educate on a salary 
which is barely adequate. So his 
tardiness was not his fault at all. 
It was the fault of a social system 
which is not properly adjusted. 


Obstreperous Children 

Then there is the howling, cry- 
ing youngster. You want to tell 
the mother to take her offspring 
and walk toward the lake ’till her 
hat floats. But you control that 
desire. You bottle it up with all 
the rest, and the pressure gauge on 
your temper goes still further. 

However, a glance in the moth- 
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er’s eyes might reveal a tired look 
hiding there. She may have been 
up most of the night with a suffer- 
ing child, and refrained from put- 
ting in an emergency call to you 
because, considering your feelings, 
she did not want to get you out of 
bed. 

Possibly the child is cantanker- 
ous. But there may be more back 
of that than meets the eye. Per- 
haps the mother is working to help 
her husband keep the home out of 
debt. Maybe she needs relaxation 
from the daily grind, but cannot 
afford a baby sitter. Is there some- 
thing you could do about that? 
You might help in planning some 
form of group baby sitting. 

Another angle on the obstreper- 
ous child situation is this: Unless 
a child is shut up in a cage, he is 
bound to mingle with others. All 
the training the harassed mother 
can give will not offset the influence 
of other children completely. Why 
are they more restless. more dis- 
satisfied, than formerly? One rea- 
son might be that they see no 
evidence that the present adult 
generation has made a roaring suc- 
cess of running our muddled-up 
old world. 

This line of thought originates 
with the teen-agers, but the effects 
are unconsciously reflected by the 
younger children. Is there nothing 
we can do about it? Can’t we do 
our bit in running even 'local af- 
fairs in a manner that would re- 
store the younger generation’s con- 
fidence in the future? 
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Then, there is the late delivery 
[t might be from the laboratory, 
the grocery store, or any of a dozep 
different people. Take the labora. 
tory as an example. He is late with 
your case, so your first impulse js 
to order a one-way passage ty 
Hades for the technician. But you 
do it under your breath, and up 
goes the pressure again. 

Why not stop for a moment and 
reflect? He did not do this to you 
simply to get under your skin. He 
values your patronage and wants 
to keep it. Well then, why doesn’ 
he deliver your case on time? May. 
be he is working shorthanded. Pos. 
sibly he cannot afford to add a 
much-needed technician to his staff. 
Why not? you ask. He is getting 
good fees for his work. 

But do you know the conditions 
under which he operates? Do you 
know his overhead? Do you know 
what salaries he pays the techni- 
cians he has now? Can you be sure 
he has no unexpected expense 
which is handicapping him? 

There are so many facets to the 
simplest situation. Suppose you 
are riding on a bus when someone 
tramps on your toes. Are you go- 
ing to call down the wrath of the 
gods on him? Wait a moment. 
That bus jolted and threw him off 
balance. Well then, blast the bus 
company? Oh, no. Not yet, any- 
way. There is the chance that the 
bus company is giving the best 
service it can with its present reve- 
nue. It might be that the busses 
need to be replaced, but who is 
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going to pay for new ones? Who 
owns the company? And, in this 
case, the answer is often John Q. 
Public. Follow that chicken around 
for a while and you find it comes 
home to roost right on your own 
shoulder. 

In case the meaning of this little 
discourse is still somewhat ob- 
scure, here is the nut without the 
shell. Anger is a normal human 
reaction, but learn to use it con- 
structively. Don’t loose a_ blast 
without thinking. That is harmful. 
But it is worse still to bottle up 
your anger. Learn to think out 
your reason for being angry. The 
further you think it out, the more 
abstract the reason becomes. When 
you have reached a reasonable 
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conclusion, then let go your fire- 
works. An explosion of this type 
will not do you or anyone else any 
harm. 

If another example is necessary, 
try this one. A man working at a 
profession such as dentistry is 
under constant nervous tension. 
Consider yourself as having a 
loaded shotgun in your hand. Let 
go a blast on the first provocation 
and you are up for homocide. But 
the longer you think the matter 
out, the farther away your target 
moves. Soon it is out of range, and 
the explosion goes off into thin air, 
harming no one.

Victoria (British Columbia) Daily 
Colonist: Doctor Arthur J. Garesche 
has a single formula for a long, success- 
ful life: hard work.

Amount of Procaine 

Q.—Will you advise the correct 
amount of 2 per cent procaine hydro- 
chloride to use in a posterior maxillary 
and mandibular injection to get maxi- 
mum anesthesia and least after-pain in 
cavity preparations and extractions? I 
have had several “balloonings” lately 
following injections. What is your opin- 
ion of acrylic restoration material ?— 


A. R. V., Minnesota. 

A.—Usually it is not necessary 
to use more than 2 cc. or 2% cc. 
of 2 per cent procaine hydrochlor- 
ide to secure good anesthesia for 
cavity preparation or removal of 
a tooth. The “ballooning” which 
you have had is probably a result 
of your having injected the pro- 
caine too rapidly. 

We have been using the acrylic, 
which hardens in the cavity, and 
have had excellent success with it. 
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We realize, however, that it has n 
been in use long enough to defiy 
itely establish its value.—GEory 
R. WARNER. 


Thymol Sterilization 

Q.—In a recent issue of Orat hh. 
GIENE’ you state that thymol; that i: 
chloroform and thymol, is considered, 
much better sterilizing agent for cariog 
dentine than phenol. What I wish y 
know is, what are the proportions ¢ 
one to the other; or is it a cold, say 
rated solution? Also, is there any pa. 
ticular technique for its use in the pr 
pared cavity?—W. A. R., Washington, 
D.C, 


A.—Yes, a saturated solution of 
thymol and chloroform is desirable 
for application to a cavity for ster. 
ilization. The solution can be ap. 
plied with a cotton pellet or picked 
up between the points of cotton 
pliers and carried into the cavity, 

One writer recommends fill 
strength thymol for cavity steriliza- 
tion, and he has found that thymol 
crystals melt at 51.5 C. He noted 
that “a few crystals will remain in 
the porous dentine if the liquid is 
blown out with warm air, but the 
cavosurface margins will be free.’ 
This writer also found that “Thy- 
mol is 23.4 times stronger than 
phenol and its action is not self 
limiting or caustic, and there is no 
discoloration.” Georce R.

A.—I do not believe any states 
jssue a temporary permit or license 
for the practice of dentistry. It is 
argued, and I believe it has been 
upheld by the courts, that if a per- 
son is fit to practice dentistry for 
a limited time without having 
passed an examination, there is no 
reason why he should not be con- 
sidered eligible to practice indefin- 
itely without passing the examina- 
tion usually required before a li- 
cense is issued. — GEORGE R. 
WARNER. 


Static Electricity 

Q.—What information can you give 
me on the following questions: How 
can I eliminate static electricity origin- 
ating from my body and transmitted to 
my patients? 

Many times during the course of a 
busy day, I give a patient unintentional 
shocks merely by touching him. As I 
reach for an instrument and resume 
treatment on the patient, I may give 
him a shock which makes a click- 
ing sound and is upsetting to many peo- 
ple. At times this transmission of elec- 
tricity is embarrassing and annoying. 
There is a rubber mat around my chair 
which should prevent transmission, but 
it does not. 

Would wearing rubber heels and soles 
on my shoes help? Could static electric- 
ity be the result of overwork or over- 


activity?—-M. S., Rhode Island. 
A.—In my experience, I find it 
wise to tell the patient about the 
static electricity and then touch the 
cheek or chin with my finger be- 
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fore putting an instrument in the 
mouth. I know of no way to ob- 
viate the generation of static elec- 
tricity as one moves about the den- 
tal chair or walks around in the 
home.—GEorRGE R. WARNER. 


Gagging 

Q.—A patient of mine, a married 
woman of 43, is undergoing extensive 
mouth rehabilitation. At present, we are 
in the midst of treatment and she is 
extremely cooperative. I have performed 
such procedures as root canal therapy 
and porcelain jacket crown construction. 
However, the patient has a tendency to 
gag during the taking of roentgeno- 
grams and upon contact of the dental 
mirror with the palate. 

Soon, it will be necessary to take 
maxillary and mandibular impressions 
for partial dentures. As you can see, 
this presents a problem. Kindly advise 
if there is any way to prevent this gag- 
ging.—M. H. F., New York. 

A.—As a roentgenologist, I can 
understand your difficulties in ren- 
dering services to a patient with an 
exaggerated gag reflex. 

I have found that I can handle 
gaggers if I can enlist their earnest 
cooperation. Most gagging is psy- 
chologic and if you can convince a 
patient that he can control it if he 
is determined, the major part of 
the battle is won. However, some 
may be designated as pernicious 
gaggers. 

We have learned that people 
with an open bite have almost no 
gag reflexes. Acting on this know- 
ledge, it has been found that, if a 
patient’s mouth is propped open 
for about thirty minutes, the ten- 
dency to gag is diminished marked- 
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ly. In making a complete roent- 
genologic examination, I find that 
by having a gagger keep his mouth 
open between placing of films I can 
get satisfactory exposures of the 
maxillary molars, if I make those 
exposures last. — Georce R. 
WARNER. 


Traumatized Incisor 

Q.—I am enclosing two roentgeno- 
grams taken of an 18-month-old child. 
She had fallen on a milk bottle, knock- 
ing the maxillary central incisor up into 
her jaw. The accident happened about 
a week ago, but I saw the case only this 
morning. There is no swelling, inflam- 
mation, or soreness in the area; in fact, 
it looks exactly like a healing tooth 
socket. I could not feel the tooth with 
my finger and was unable to probe with 
an instrument, but I was able to get the 
roentgenogram taken. What, if anything, 
should be done at this time? Is there 
danger of harming the permanent tooth 
by letting the deciduous tooth remain in 
its present position? Do you think the 
permanent central will push out the de- 
ciduous tooth eventually? Any informa- 
tion you can give me will be appreciated. 
—R. P. N., Minnesota. 

A.—You did well to roentgeno- 
graph the 18-month-old baby’s 
maxillary central incisor area. The 
injured tooth is displaced so deep- 
ly that its apical blood vessels 
probably are torn away from the 
root with resulting loss of vitality 
of the tooth. This is likely to re- 
sult in an abscess, and then the 
tooth will have to be removed. 
However, watchful waiting is the 
wise plan in such a case and, as it 
is only a week since the accident 
happened, it is too early to decide 
on a course of action. The perma- 
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nent tooth should not suffer any 
effects from the present positigqgiyy 
of the deciduous tooth for a lon : 
time.—GEorRGE R. WARNER. tf

A.—A clicking. sound in the 
temporomandibular joint may be 
caused by arthritis, or it may be 
caused by the fact that functional 
occlusion is at variance with true 
centric occlusion. Have your wife 
tap gently on her back teeth when 
she first wakens in the morning to 
see if there is not one or more 
points of contact from which the 
jaw slides into functional centric 
occlusion as more pressure is ap- 
plied. 

Brown of Ashtabula, Ohio, 
claims that virtually all cases of 
clicking joints can be cured by 
careful grinding of inclined planes 
and occluding facets until function- 
al occlusion coincides with the re- 
laxed true centric relation of the 
jaws.—V. CLYDE SMEDLEY.

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black stain on the gingival third of all 
tooth surfaces. I can remove it with 
considerable difficulty at six-month in- 
tervals, but in two or three months it has 
recurred as heavy as before. 

In referring to several recent editions 
of textbooks in my office, I find only one 
reference to black stain. In Thoma’s 
“Oral Pathology,” page 487, I find only 
seven lines ending with, “It is firmly at- 
tached to the teeth and is difficult to 
remove; it generally recurs.”* I know 
that, but we would like to know why it 
forms and how it can be controlled. 

Both father and mother have had the 
condition all their lives and their chil- 
ren apparently have inherited the same 
tendency. 

I would appreciate your opinion and 
any suggestion you may offer.—W. L. 
McC., Illinois. 


A.—The .type of black stain of 
which you speak in your letter, oc- 
curring on the teeth of non- 
smokers, is a baffling condition. I 
have had the question asked before 
in ASK ORAL HycleEne; I have had 
a few cases myself; and I have 
searched the literature for informa- 
tion. But, like you, I have found 
little help. 

It has been suggested, but I do 
not have the reference, that such 
stains are due to the way these peo- 
ple metabolize green vegetables or 
red meats. 

The late Doctor Bernhard Gott- 
lieb held, and one of my friends 
proved, that mucoid plaques which 
occur and recur on the anterior 
maxillary teeth, will not recur if 
the surfaces are treated with his 
plan of impregnation. Possibly im-

Palatal Exfoliation 

Q.—I have a case which puzzles me:

Since she began 
wearing this denture a year-and-a-half 
ago, the roof of her mouth is covered 
constantly with a white, waxy substance 
which is odorless, but quite thick and 
adhering to the tissue. She informed me 
recently that it is getting worse. Can 
you suggest the cause and a remedy?—

A.—This woman, no _ doubt, 
wears her denture constantly day 
and night and the white coating on 
the roof of her mouth is simply an 
accumulation of exfoliated epitheli- 
al cells. If she will leave her den- 
ture out at night, her tongue will 
scour off the dead cells. But, if 
she prefers to wear her denture 
constantly, she should either brush 
her soft tissues frequently with a 
soft brush or rub them with a clean 
cloth—V. CLYDE SMEDLEY.
